No one recommended Mr. Brandeis except Attorney 
General Gregory, who is eager to win his anti-trust suits 
pending against some of our largest corporations. With 
Justice Reynolds disqualified from acting on these cases, 
thus leaving an even number of justices to decide, it is 
conceivable that the Attorney General, in recommending 
Brandeis, seeks to secure a casting vote in his favor from 
one whose opinions have already been expressed. Nor 
should it be forgotten that the gravest questions that 
confront the Supreme Court concern the very problems 
on which Mr. Brandeis has already pronounced judgment, 
for he has denounced unsparingly the railroads, the ship- 
ping, the industrial and the banking interests 

Che country had been led to believe that President 
Wilson was a safe, though inexperienced, man to head the 
Government. Will this belief melt away as it recognizes 
that he proposes to put a firebrand on the bench of our 
Supreme Court, the illustrious body always honored for 
its exalted character, its fine judicial temperament and 
impartiality? This is the question that Mr. Wilson’s 
stanchest friends are asking 

Mr. Brandeis may be an able lawyer, but ability is not 
the highest requirement for a Justice of the Supreme 
Court. The first essential is that he shall have an open 
mind, an unbiased judgment and a judicial temperament 
He should command the confidence of the nation. The 
Supreme Court is not the exponent of theories regarding 
social questions. The judicial branch of the Government 
was created to pass upon the constitutionality of the work 
of the le gislative branc h, yet Mr. Brandeis is on ret ord as 
having publicly declared that ‘there is no reason why 
five members of the Supreme Court should know better 
what public policy demands than five gentlemen of Con- 
gress."’ This statement should disqualify him from sit- 
ting on the Supreme Court. 

It is indeed strange that, instead of following precedent 
and promoting one of the many available district or 
circuit judges of the United States courts, the President 
turns to a man with no experience on the bench and with 
no recommendations from the bar. The nomination of 
Mr. Brandeis comes at a most inopportune time. The 
attitude of the public toward the radical sentiments he 
has expressed is rapidly changing. His selection will be 
regarded as putting a premium on those intolerant reform- 
ers who seek public advancement by stirring up class 
hatred and social unrest. His appointment is a shock to 
the public and an insult to the court. What evil genius 
inspired President Wilson to make it? 

It is a consoling reflection that, by direction of the 
American people, the Bryanization of our national Ad-
